First homecoming, complete with giant gold mums, effigy-burning bonfire, 
pre-game parade and victory dance, set activities aflame with loyalty spirit. 

Academic horizons heralded advent of IBM report cards, 16 new high school 
courses and the birth of middle school electives, Gavit’s pioneer experiment. 

Spring sports improvement embellished outlook of 1966 Northwest Conference 
competition. Six All-Star gridmen, two sectional wrestling champs and Calumet 
Region’s highest scoring roundballer opened rival’s eyes to the Gavit sports threat. 

Addition housed offset press where editors inked hands for first printed Scroll. 
Conservation Club formed ranks for beauty-marking Gavit domain. 

Enrollment encroached on 2,000 mark as middle schoolers met the challenge 
of locker-hunting in 3,000-nook maze. Twenty-three new faculty members and two 
administrators joined students in searching for new and renumbered rooms.

Presidential election brought Lyndon Johnson’s 
campaign to East Chicago, rallying 40,000 people 
including Gavit students. Barry Goldwater tabbed 
equal time at Hammond Civic Center, overflowing 
7,000 seating capacity. Political enthusiasm for 
Presidential election engulfed students with slo¬ 
gan buttons and unofficial lunchroom campaigning. 

British and Steelworkers’ elections set Wilson 
and Abel in the cockpits. 

Civil rights pilgrimages and demonstrations 
spirited discussions, debates, and private conver¬ 
sations on integration vs. segregation. 

World’s eye focused on international Viet Nam 
crisis as high school senior boys faced reality 
of impending draft. 

World mourned statesmen Winston Churchill. 
General MacArthur and Herbert Hoover while 
clergy lost Cardinal Meyer to cancer. Warren 
Report reminded Americans of Kennedy tragedy. 

Sports enthusiasts thrilled to United States 
gold medals captured at Tokyo Olympics. St. Louis 
Cardinals literally flew away with World Series, 
pocketing four straight games from the New 
York Yankees.

—home nursing and home management. 

Bandages in hand, home nursing gals mastered 
first aid and care of the sick. Classes trekked to 
Holy Cross and St. Margaret Hospitals to get 
first-liand medical information. 

Home management topics ranged from dating 
and marriage to budgeting and interior decorating. 
All-girl enrollment forced two classes to “import” 
boys to acquire male opinions. 

Apron clad chefs in Foods I stirred through 
omelets, breads and doughnuts. Christmas cookie 
party topped high schoolers’ semester. 

Foods II cooks plotted menus of casseroles, 
meats and ended semester with study of table 
settings. Hosting high school clothing teachers and 
classes at spring luncheon, foods students dis¬ 
played their white-thumb ability. 

Clothing I seamstresses needled their way 
through pin cushions, blouses, straight skirts, sim¬ 
ple dresses and jumpers. 

Thimbled fingers armed with needles and thread 
stitched through pleated skirts and dresses in 
Clothing II classes.

With addition of shops, Gavit emerged as first 
Hammond school to offer six workshops. Classes 
met in the library while equipment, stacked in 
the hall, awaited installment. 

Mr. Erwin Brauer, wood shop instructor, ov¬ 
ersaw ability to manipulate jigsaw to jointer. 
Boys’ maiden project was designing original 
boxes. Later, shopsters branched out on their 
separate projects. 

Initial electricity classes constructed trans¬ 
formers and work panels. Students wired cir¬ 
cuits and tried their hands at an automatic 
coffee pot. Volt ohmeters and oscilliscopes became 
familiar implements. 

Welding helmets crowned the heads of those 
who worked near the welding stations in metal 
shop. Wooden spinning lathes turned aluminum 
into bowls and light fixtures. 
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Gooey fingers trademark boys’ crafts 


New facilities introduced graphic arts course 
encompassing whole publishing field. Mass pro¬ 
duction yielded student activities calendar. Futura 
reject pictures were reproduced for calendars on 
the offset press. 

Linotype machine hummed with tickets, pro¬ 
grams and posters for school plays, concerts, 
dances and prom. Printers inked hands for pub¬ 
lishing the Scroll. Photography, bookbinding, silk 
screen, offset and letterpress prompted graphic 
arts shop talk. 

Apprehension and curiosity gave way to hun¬ 
gry stomachs as boys enrolled in first boys’ foods 
class offered at Gavit. Task of slicing grape¬ 
fruit brought out napkins to wipe juicy faces 
as boys insisted their blueberry muffins were 
supposed to result in green hues. 






Consumer economics debuts in business

Computing taxes, tariffs, and social security 
benefits, high schoolers initiated new consumer 
economics to business roster. 

Boning up on banking, life insurance and check¬ 
ing accounts, general business students caught a 
glimpse of the business world. 

Gavel-rapping business law students staged 
mock court sessions after trekking to Hammond 
City Court. Student attorneys championed their 
clients, then jury deliberated and handed down 
verdict of “guilty” or “not guilty.” 

Business management and math turned students 
into industrial tycoons. 

Peddling merchandise from coat hangers to 
aquariums, students - turned - salesmen analyzed 
customer demand in Salesmanship I. 

Balancing accounts receivable and payable, 
bookkeepers battled to stay “in the black” of 
general ledgers. High schoolers adopted new ac¬ 
counting machine to reduce pencil work. 

Adding machines, calculators and duplicators 
tasked nimble fingers of clerical practicers. 

Typing, shorthand and transcription readied 
novice stenographers for secretarial jobs. 
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Physical science. BSCS spark roster 



Clad in safety goggles and lab aprons, high 
schoolers topped Bunsen burners with beakers of 
melted glass and sulfur in Chemistry I, II. 

Biological scientific curriculum study, new teach¬ 
ing approach, sparked Biology I, II. Scent of 
formaldhyde drifted through third floor hall as 
second semester biology students-plodded through 
seven dissections. 

Evolution and genetics taxed minds of advanced 
biology students. Biologists trekked to Dunes to 
bone up on ecological succession. 

Physics students tested their aim with air rifle 
and target in ballistics experiments. Physicists 
colored clear tape purple and gold by using pol- 
larized light. 

Trading test tubes for wrenches, physical sci¬ 
entists turned into mechanics to assemble an en¬ 
gine. Rock and soil collections sent high schoolers 
scavenging and collecting. 

Plastic skeleton, eye, ear and heart models em¬ 
phasized structure and systems of the human body 
in health and safety classes. 
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Calculators cultivate ancient theorems 


On recommendation of North Central Associa¬ 
tion, mathematics department ended 40-desk 
classes to alleviate overcrowding. 

General mathmen canvassed basic arithmetic. 
Students juggled income tax forms and struggled 
for black ink budgets. Preview of algebra and 
geometry rounded out year-long term. 

Algebra classes deciphered equations, ratios 
and formulas. Notebooks of homework and tests 
stored reference and review material. Handed in 
at six week intervals, folders determined per¬ 
iod’s effort grade. 

Angles of triangles, octagons and squares taxed 
gray matter of geometry students. 

Setting personal speed rates, UICSM mathe¬ 
maticians tackled geometrical theories with self¬ 
proofs. Frequent quizzes kept students alert 
during classtime. Hard bound books relieved 
shredded green paperbacks. 





Social studies hosts marchers’ panel 


“Buying” shares, economics classes mimicked 
Wall Street tactics for two months. 

Geography, background and philosophy of Chi¬ 
na, Japan and South East Asia enchanced Far 
East history. New elective boarded South Shore 
for a tour of the Chicago Art Institute and lunch 
at Chinese restaurant. 

Students participated in panels and debates 
during government class. Nine St. Joseph col- 
legiates presented a candid commentary of their 
pilgrimage to Selma, Alabama. Miss Diane Clin¬ 
ton, chairman of social studies department, spon¬ 
sored the discussion April 6. 

Geography comprised culture, economy, physi¬ 
cal and political features of a country. Book re¬ 
ports, oral reports and group projects supple¬ 
mented daily lectures. 

Every six weeks a critical review of a book 
was required of U.S. history. Recordings rendered 
historic speeches and events. 

Requisite for world history was research for 
individual and panel reports. 
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English classes back Elizabethan Fair 



Second semester modernized curriculum by 
dropping class titles and inserting term “English” 
before numerals V-VIII. Revised program incor¬ 
porated reading with grammar. 

English IV and V students waded through Amer¬ 
ican classics Walden, Scarlet Letter and Billy 
Budd to capture pitch of individualism. 

Offsetting English and American literature, 
students pantomined reindeer, Santa Claus and 
mice in hepped-up version of “Twas the Night 
before Christmas”. 

Elizabethan era came alive through English 
VIII course while students reviewed modern Eng¬ 
lish novels Lord Jim, Animal Farm and Lord of 
the Flies. Elizabethan Fair exhibited lit students’ 
wares reminiscent of Renaissance. 

Feud over banjo strumming or picking brought 
one-man hootenanny to creative writing. 

World literature class pored over globe authors 
from Homer to Dostoevsky. 

Journalism reporters applied tricks of the trade 
to sample newspapers and yearbooks. 
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Lab helps linquists lap up languages 


Accenting all four languages courses, new labs 
quizzed linguists in biweekly sessions with ear¬ 
phones and tape recorders. 

Strains of “Alloute", “Les Cloches", and "Au 
Clair de la Lune” ascended from first to third 
year French students. Student-sketched maps of 
France earmarked emphasis on culture. 

Viewing Mr. Martin Hunt’s German slides and 
translating adventure of Emil and die Detecktive 
spiced grammar and translation. 

Gods and goddesses of Greek and Roman my¬ 
thology reigned in Latin classes. “Travels with 
Caesar” were pursued on maps as students likened 
Roman military forces to U.S. Army. 

Cuban, Mr. Jose Alvarez exchanged traditions 
with his students through pinata, toro, password 
and basketball. Latin American coins, flags and 
emblems arrayed bulletin boards.

Gladiator gridmen, building around nucleus of 
hardened backfield men, posted winning record of 
6-3, one win short of last season’s. 

Gavit fought to 0-0 tie with Tech and Dyer in 
opening football-o-rama. GHS launched regular 
season by downing Lowell Red Devils 12-6. 

Gladiators trooped to Wildcat territory for their 
first clash with HHS. GHS garnered 17 first downs 
to HHS 7, but fell 28-6 as the Wildcats took 
advantage of three Gavit miscues. 

Gavit gridmen stomped Rennsalaer 26-7, hand¬ 
ing Bombers their first defeat of season. 

Griffith’s Panthers, only team to defeat Gavit 
three consecutive years, outran Glads 20-12. Gavit 
tallied 17 first downs to Griffith’s 3, but errors 
cost GHS the game. 

Gladiators initiated tradition of spoiling home¬ 
comings by grinding out 6-0 victory over T.F. 
South and edging Dyer 27-26. 

Inaugurating new scoreboard by posting 45-6 
victory. Gladiators smashed River Forest Ingots 
in homecoming battle on home turf. 

Displaying year’s best aerial show. Glad gridmen 
whipped Clark’s Pioneers 34-14 under the lights, 
breaking 14-14 half-time tie.

Reserve gridmen closed their season with a 
record of 4-1-3, losing their only game to Tech 
21-0. Gavit went on to defeat Clark 19-0 and 
rout River Forest 25-6. They overwhelmed Lowell 
19-6 and nipped Marion Catholic 14-7. 

Gladiators fought to a 6-6 deadlock with 
Hammond High, tied Morton 13-13 and took a 
draw with East Chicago Roosevelt 21-21. 

Freshmen footballers posted a winning record 
of four wins, two losses and one tie. 

Frosh won 7-0 over East Chicago Roosevelt. 
Following the ECR game, Hammond High downed 
the young Gladiators 19-7. 

In their third outing. Freshmen suffered their 
second setback, losing to Clark 19-7. Gavit re¬ 
bounded against Wbiting while setting a school 
scoring record against the Oilers 46-0. GHS and 
Morton fought to a 0-0 tie. 

Two wins in a row over Tech and River Forest 
by scores of 12-7 and 18-0, respectively, closed 
the season at 4-2-1.

Cagers close .500, cop 2nd in tourney 


Varsity basketball team, coached by Mr. Nor¬ 
man Banas and paced by shooting ace Jack El¬ 
more, posted a 10-10 season record. 

Gavit opened by downing city rival Hammond 
Tech and upsetting Griffith in a 62-60 squeaker 
on the Panther hardwood. 

GHS fans and players had their moments as 
Jack Elmore sank a last-second 60-foot shot for 
an Andrean tie, then lost in overtime. Bishop 
Noll, the only team besides Gavit to reach the 
century mark in the GHS gym, did so in defeating 
the Gladiators 100-83. 

In the season’s final game, GHS rooters ap¬ 
proached hysteria as Elmore won the Region 
scoring title with a four-foul handicap. 

In its third sectional outing, Gavit lost to 
Hammond Clark. Underclassmen demonstrated 
1966 capabilities in senior-junior game. 

The 10-10 record is the best to date as the 
Glads finished 9-11 in 63-64 and 2-18 in the 
62-63 cage season.
